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NEW IDEAS AT RADNOR 





Plans in conversation or plans on paper appear awfully good but 
to get them into working condition to make them prove themselves 
is something again. After their two meetings at Radnor last year 
when the attendance was way below par, the fall meeting causing 
an additional outlay for red ink, the Radnor race committee decided 
that not only should they try to do something to improve the situa- 
tion but they should do it right away. 

Chairman of the committee was George Strawbridge and not 
once was his committee to be sidetracked by the fact that what they 
were planning had never been done before at the meeting. Plans 
were made and Fanshawe Lindsley saw that the press knew what 
was going on as he sent out good publicity notices. However, the 
releases were not the only accomplishments, the committee actually 
put into operation their ideas. Mr. Strawbridge’s comments will 
easily show that everyone went far afield to make the meeting a suc- 
cessful one: 

“We've torn up and thrown away old and out-dated methods of 
running a race meeting and are employing a completely new program 
designed to give the greatest number of people a thrilling, comfor- 
table and congenial day of sport and entertainment in the country. 
We’ve improved our conditions to the point where we can efficiently 
handle a big crowd. For the public’s pleasure and convenience we 
have created ideal spectator conditions in our huge~field. We have 
removed trees that formerly blocked a good view of some of the 
jumps and have moved the saddling paddock into the infield so that 
all can see the horses being saddled and the jockeys mounted before 
each race.” 

Adding 10 boxes to the 100 already at Radnor, the committee 
handled the complaint of many of the box holders when the paddock 
was put in the infield at a previous meeting. Gates were opened on 
each side of the box enclosure and this cut down the former long 
walk to the paddock. More Pinkerton men were employed but the 
manner in which they handled the crowd was to be complimented. 
A congenial atmosphere prevailed and instead of being ordered away 
from a certain spot on the course, the crowd was able to determine 
just where it could go. This is always such a help and prevents any- 
one getting a bit annoyed after having paid to get to the event. The 
admission angle had been a new style too and instead of paying so 
much per person, there was a flat parking charge of $3.00 per car. 
In that way a whole family was encouraged to attend en masse, bring- 
ing lunch or taking advantage of the luncheon served on the grounds. 

The picture in the club house changed too. Usually around 150 
persons are served but this year when the first race was called, around 
225 had already been served. It was a pleasant matter to secure 
luncheon tickets and a great deal of thought was given to the food 
selection. Again the matter of spectator comfort was considered and 
it was easy to get from the club house, through one or more gates, 
to go to the paddock. Arriving there the area was so spacious that 
there was plenty of room. The announcer invited one and all to come 
alongside the snow fence to see the horses and riders. While this 
meant that a great part of the crowd converged on the flat course, 
there was no difficulty encountered in getting the courses clear for 
the races. The crowd was also informed that a major part of the flat 
and brush courses could be seen from the hill in the infield. They 
were also told, prior to the two timber races, that that area around 
the timber jump would be used. This may sound to many as though 
the crowd was a bit on the juvenile side and had to be led. However, 
it was not the case and it eliminated aimless milling around; a com- 
plete lack of enjoyment because one didn’t know where a good van- 
tage spot was and then the unpleasantness of being asked to move 
on to another spot. 

Through David Gwinn, president of the Penbrook Milk Com- 
pany, that organization sponsored the program to televise the run- 
ning of the two timber races and the big brush race. This is the first 
time that a hunt meeting has been on live television and the com- 
mittee has been very pleased with the reports from people who 
watched the program. It is hoped that an increase in interest among 
those who have never attended a hunt meeting will result. With 
races televised as they actually occurred, plus interesting shots of the 
whole set-up, it can well be that the fall meeting will draw spectators 
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who have never before had an opportunity to see what constitutes 
“hunt race meeting”. 


The committee’s purpose was to create conditions and an atmos. 
phere in which all the many thousands of horse loving people could 
see, enjoy and participate in one of Philadelphia’s stellar sportin 
events featuring the Thoroughbred horse. There is no question about 
the success they enjoyed.

15.3 Mare Scores Least Penalty Faults _ 
To Win; Col. Llewellyn Receives Bronze 
Statuette As Leading Rider of Europe 





As this year’s Olympic Horse 
Trials at Badminton, Gloucester- 
shire, on April 23 to 25 were the last 
to be held prior to the actual Games 
at Helsinki, they provided a great 
thrill. H. M. the Queen, the Duke 
of Edinburgh and Princess Margaret 
were present as guests of the Duke 
and Duchess of Beaufort and took a 
tremendous interest in all that went 
on. Everyone wished that the trials 
could have been international and 
that the American team could have 
entered for them. 


The dressage was held on the first 
day in front of the historic Bad- 
minton House in an incomparable 
setting, and although dressage is 
sometimes described as uninterest- 
ing to the onlooker there were 10, 
000 people present. Several, but 
not all, of the fourteen horses in 
training for Helsinki took part but 
they were not allowed to compete 
for the prizes nor were their marks 
Published. First place in the dres-

sage went to 21-year-old Miss Jane 
Drummond-Hay riding Colonel Dud- 
geon’s 16.2 brown gelding, Abbey- 
feale. Miss Drummond-Hay was se- 
cond prize winner of the entire 
Three-Day-Event last year. Miss 
Penelope Moreton from Argyll in 
Scotland was 2nd in this year’s dres- 
sage with the 15.2 Anglo-Arab Vigi- 
lant and Brigadier L. Bolton was 
3rd with Greylag. 

One often reads about “a natural 
horseman’”’ and it is said that he is 
born not made. Unquestionably 
there is a certain amount of truth-in 
this—anyone can learn to ride up 
to a point, but only a few can 
achieve something approaching per- 
fection with little apparent effort. 
They are literally gifted. 

I think a prospective member of 
our Olympic team, Mr. Bertie Hill, 
is perhaps fortunate in this respect. 
A young farmer who enjoyed riding 
—and winning—the local point-to-

Elementary Dressage 





Elementary Dressage Or Obedience 
Training Offers Systematical Way 
To Produce Safer, Nicer Ride — 





Major Jonathan R. Burton 


Editors Note: Mr. Burton’s Ist 
article appeared in the 14th March 
Chronicle. 

I would like to start off the sec- 
ond ingtallment of this article. by 
thanking those people who have been 
so generous in their encouragement 
concerning the previous one. I have 
attended two hunt meetings at Lex- 
ington and Cincinnati since the last 
article was published. In’ talking 
with people interested in this sub- 
ject at those meetings, I think it 
- would be well. to state the objective 
of schooling in this manner. People 
ask, ‘‘Why is this method better than 
everyday common methods now in 
use?”’ For one thing we don’t have 
an accepted everyday method of pre- 
paring horses for jumping or hunt- 
ing. As most of u are probably 
aware, every trainer has his own 
methods and procedures, most of 
them based on developing a horse in 
the shortest possible time. Elemen- 
tary dressage or obedience training 
offers a systematic, planned series of 
logical steps that condition, develop, 
and manner a horse to produce a 
safer, nicer, more interesting ride. 
The most skilled horsemen in Europe 
who have literally spent generations 
perfecting these procedures have in 
turn passed the know how on to any- 
one who eares to practice better 
horsemanship. 


Now to illustrate this a bit more 
fully and put it into practical lan- 
guage. Some of the every day exhibi- 
tions of poor horsemanship are pre- 
sent at every horse show, even in 
the Garden. We see open jumpers go- 
ing around the end of the show ring 
being held to the outside by the reins 
and forcing the horse’s head com- 
pletely awgy from the jump he is 
about to take. Some of these frantic 
type of jumpers do a_ beautiful 
schooling movement known as the 
contra-renvers across the en¢@of the 
ring. Other examples: we see horses 
in the hunting field that can’t be gal- 
loped away from the herd. We see 
people spend minutes trying to get 
their horse up to a gate to unlatch it 
when a horse responsive to lateral 
aids would move quietly to the re- 
quired position. I have done a bit 
of judging and when [I ask people 
to back their hunters in a hack class, 
the horses’ heads are immediately 
yanked into the air, the mouth forc- 
ed cruelly open, and the horse Its 
forced to try to takes backward step 
with his back concaved and his body 
unbalanced for a rearward move- 
ment. Probably the most dfrect value 
to a hunter or jumper occurs when 
the difficult unexpected obstacle ap- 
pears in the course. A horse which 
has been haphazardly trained to de- 
pend on natural poldness and little 
else, may stop; whereas the schooled 
horse, responsive to the aids, will 
think twice before refusing to obey 
the aids to move forward. 

You or I could go on enumerating 
countless exhibitions of poor horse- 
manship that come directly from 
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“COLLECTED TROT. 
loose jaw, rider sitting each stride. 


not having a system to develop obed- 
ience.. Elementary dressage or ele- 
mentary obedience offers a practical 
solution to this problem. The worst 
part of this situation is that it will 
continue unless our rules are rede- 
signed td provide classes and awards 
for trained and obedient horses. As 
soon as we inaugurate simple ‘dress- 
age classes and hunter and jumper 
courses designed to require a disci- 
Plined, obedient Korse, our horse- 
mastership im this country will be- 
gin to improve for everyone’s conse- 
quent benefit. 

Our horsemanship stays 20 years 
behind the’ Europeans whose methods 
are designed, through their award 
systems to reward. the properly 
schooled and trained horses. In our 
country we have approximately 2:0 
horses prepared for the Three D&y 
Event, whereas [ think I can safely 
say that the Germans could probably 
find hundreds that are sufficiently 
schooled for Olympic compétitions. 
You may say, ‘that is all well and 
good, I am not interested in riding 
in the Olympic Games’. True, but 
wouldn’t you like to be riding a horse 
that was schooled well enough to be 
used in the Games? That is the point 
of this system of Elementary dress- 
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THE HALT. The horse is balanced, 
apy direction. 


cording to our rules to poll. The tick 
rule has long been out on the con- 
tinent and only recently has been al- 
most eliminated ‘in England. Our 
horsemanship over jumps will begin 
to progress at a greatly accelerated 
rate when we ‘too adopt straight F. 
E. I. rules. 3 

Now that I have blown off a little 
steam, let us get back to the filly and 
her next lesson. In the previous arti- 
cle we discussed the initial handling, 
loungeing, use of caveleties, simple

age training. By logical, progressive 
steps a horse is balanced properly 
and mannered so -that he is a plea- 
sure to ride in the hunting field or 
in the show ring. It might be well to 
point out here that some of our 
rules tend to reward the situations 
that we are trying to avoid. We try 
to forbid and control polling and the 
style of jumping that is common- 
place of “‘pull ’em back on the haun- 
ches whip ’em into the wings” but 
we actually make it profitable ac-

flexion, work on straight lines, and 
the use of the lateral movements; 
shoulder-in and two track. In this 
lesson we plan to finish up the dis- 
cussion on elementary dressage so 
that the reader will have a fairly 
complete picture of the simple move- 
ments required in elementary obedi- 
ence training. 

First let us discuss the extended 
trot. The Germans call this the 
“starker”’ trot or freely translated 
the fast or strong trot. Actually the

cadence or tempo is the same for gl] 
trotting movements. The horse" re. 
mains in the same rhythmical temp 
in the collected trot,.the ordinay 
trot, and the extended trot. Accord. 
ing to the definition of the extende 
trot found in the F. E- I. rule book, 
the horse ‘extends his action, th 
head and neck stretched out; ener. 
getically urged by the haunches, th 
shoulders gain ground to the front 
‘without noticeably being raised” 
This description was necessary 
distinguish from the middle tr 
which is required in most Europear 
hows but not in the Games. The 
middle trot requires extension, ‘but 
more height is developed by requir. 
ing the horse to carry his head high- 
er, thus placing more weight on the 
rear, and lightening. the front to 
allow more suspension. 

When a horse is doing the extend 
ed trot, he is pushing out on each 
diagonal with all tis impulsion s 
that his front leg is carried out 
straight to the front and snaps to its 
full length for a moment just before 
hitting the ground. A horse feeling 
good in a pasture on a prisk mort- 
ing-will often go along at a spanking 
go extended trot with noticeable 
suspension before dropping his foot. 
Now you may ask, so. what, why 
should a horse be able to do this! 
Actually the Germans say that unt! 
you have a horse sufficiently balat- 
ced to allow him to perform a 
extended trot without pulling on the 
bit, that you are not ready for al- 
vanced schooling and therefore have 
not finished your elementary trail- 
ing- A horse moving to the extended 
trot will most likely have two tel- 
dencies. He will probably want to 
fight the increased leg pressure and 
bore into or fight the bit. The other 
extreme is that he will resent the 
leg aids and feel dead and lifeless t0 
the aids and not extend at all. 

Now to go about getting an extent 
ed trot. Incidentadly this movemett 
is required in the Three Day dressag 
ride and has a 30 point coefficiett 
which means that the score of from 
1 to 10 that the judge awards is fir 
ter multiplied by 30 which is the 
highest coefficient given for the mort 
difficult movements. I think the best

describing the feeling that the rider 
should have. The rider should be 
settled in the saddle, deep, riding or 
sitting each stride of a collected trot. 
The horse should be flexed, soft on 
the bit and in complete rapport with 
the rider. On coming out of a turn 
or starting on a diagonal across the 
ring, the rider increases the leg aids 
on poth sides at the girth, impelling 
or driving the horse forward. Actu- 
ally as you apply the leg aids, the 
withers go down a bit and the stride 
swimming or 


plished if the tempo or cadence re- 
mains the same. Horses will have a 
tendency to stay in the same length 
of stride as the ordinary trot and in- 
crease the tempo or what is worse, 
to jig faster. This can be avoided by 
firmly applying the aids and keeping 
the horse initially on the bit, flexed 
and not pulling, and at the same 
rhythmical, cadenced tempo. 


As the horse moves out into the 
extended trot, the cadence remains 
the same and the _ horse’s_ stride 
lengthens to allow full extension of 
the front legs and some suspension 
before landing on the ground. The 
reins are allowed to go with the head 
downward movement so that the 
horse flows across the diagonal 
“shoulders gaining ground to the 
front without noticeably being rais- 
ed”. The Germans first teach their 
horses the previously mentioned 
middle trot so that they can develop 
ahigher and longer period of suspen- 
sion. Then they start the horse into 
the extended trot by first engaging 
him into a few strides at the middle 
trot and then allowing him to lower 
his head and combine the high sus- 
pension with a long stride. This 
movement is the most rhythmical 
and spectacular that is required in 
elementary dressage and can be used 
very effectively to quiet down an 
exuberant young hunter that is feel- 
ing his oats in the morning. 


When you have a horse that will 
respond immediately to the aids and 
swing out into a good breathtaking 
extended trot and what’s more, come 
back handily to the collected trot, 
you have a balanced horse. The pro- 
per way to make the transition from 
the extended trot to the collected 
trot is not to pull on the reins. Once 
again the hands are set with the 
horse’s head in the proper position 
and the horse is driven up to the bit 
(which he then drops pack off of 
slightly) and settles into the more 
shortened stride. All transitions, 
movements from one gait to another, 
are made by increased leg pressure, 
applied with varying rein aids. Now 
don’t be discouraged about not 


achieving an extended trot right off. 


I spent two years on a horse in Ger- 
Many developing a sufficiently bril- 
liant extended trot with adequate 
suspension. However an average 
horse should be able to develop a 
fairly good extended trot in a few 
months, 


Now if your horse persists in bor- 
ing into the bit and staying heavy 
on the forehand, the pest solution is 
to resort to the half ‘‘parade’’. This 
is a light tap or pull, more upward 
with the outside rein thaa backward, 
as the horse increases his stride. 
This will preak his hold on the bit 
and make him use his own muscular 
effort to maintain his equilibrium. 
Here the rider must use finesse, as it 
is easy to undo a great deal of train- 
ing by putting a horse behind the 
bit. A horse behind the bit is not so 
quickly responsive to rein aids as a 
horse which is relaxed and accepting 
aslight feel of your hands and await- 
ing your slighest indication. A slug- 
gish horse is a weight moving pro- 
blem. The Germans use a long dress- 
age whip, similar to a buggy whip, 
Without a lash for these specimens- 
As they move to the extended trot 
and the horse just feels dead, they 
apply the whip tactfully back on the 
in with sufficient force to drive the 
sluggish horse on into the cadence. 
Here again the rider has to use the 
Proper tact in order not to over 
Strain the horse initially. I don’t 
think I can stress this to more bene- 
fit at this time. Be content with 
slight daily improvement and de- 
mand more accurate and brilliant ex- 
tensions only after the horse has 
been conditioned into these new 
movements. The extended trot re- 
quires much more conditioning than 


any of the previously mentioned 


movements, 


There are two other movements at 
the trot that had best be disposed of 
briefly at this point. They are merely 
variations of the two-track but will 
add variety to your schooling rou- 
tine and suppleness to your horse. 
They are the renvers and the contra- 
renvers which are required in the 
elementary dressage test on the con- 
tinent. The renvers is essentially a 
two-track on a straight line with 
the haunches to the outside. The 
usual manner of beginning the ren- 
vers is to make a half turn off the 
track and start diagonalling back to 
the track. In this case, say now you 
are on the right hand (right hand 
facing the center of the ring), you 
engage your right leg actively just 
behind the right girth and the left 
leg passive but with sufficient force 
to continue the forward impulsion. 
This forces the haunches to the track 
before the front end. The rein aids 
keep the horse looking in the direc- 
tion of movement by an active left 
rein and a passive right rein. Thus 
the horse is gomg down the wall on 
the right hand with his haunches in 
the track, the forehand moving 
slightly to the inside (center of 
ring) and the head bent in the direc- 
tion cf movement or to the left along 
the wall. As you can see this is the 
same as the two-track but along the 
pg and not across the ring diagon- 
ally. 


The contra-renvers is the same 
movement with the haunches to the 
inside (center of the ring) and the 
forehand in the track furrow: This 
time the head is tipped to the right 
so the horse is looking in the direc- 
tion of movement. This movement 1s 
required in European dressage tests 
in the following manner: you begin 
a half turn, return to the track in 
the renvers (haunches in) and half- 
way down the long side you just 
turned on, you are required to switch 
to the contra-renvers or haunches in. 
This is another trotting movement 
that will add to your horse’s reper- 
toire and at the same time provide 
valuable lateral suppling. 


We left the young horse just mov- 
ing into a reluctant gallop in the 


last article (March 14). AS you see. 


and feel your horse gain strength 
and confidence, you can begin to re- 
quire more and more obedience to 
the galloping movements. To develop 
balance in the gallop initially, allow 
the horse to move into the gallop 
from the fast trot. Then gradually re- 
quire the horse to accept a bit of 
flexion by driving the horse onto the 
bit with the leg aids and at the time 
keeping the horse soft on the bit 
by a gentle give and take of the 
reins to induce a relaxation of the 
jaw and consequent flexion at the 
pole. As for the leg aids, if you 
are on the left lead the left leg sho- 
uld be strong on the girth and the 
right leg almost ag strong just be- 
hind the girth. 


Work for a slow rhythmical cad- 
ence by working the horse on smooth 
circles. These circles should be ex- 
ecuted with accuracy and the horse 
should gallop around them without 
trying to lean inward and cut a cor- 
ner, or the opposite, pull outward 
and feel sluggish to the turn. The 
leg aids must be maintained with 
sufficient force to keep the haunch 
in the right position and sufficiently 
driven underneath the horse to faci- 
litate the horse’s maintenance of 
his balance. These circles should 
initially be approximately 10 to 20 
meters in diameter but as the horse 
becomes balanced, should be nar- 
rowed down t the required 6 
meters. . 


After the horse has progressed to 
the point where accurate circles can 
be made on the true gallop, the 
work must be advanced to the false 
gallop. Here a word about the posi- 
tion of the head and the rein aids. 
At all golloping movements the hor- 
se’s head is tilted or carried slightly 
to the side of the lead. Thus if the 
horse is galloping on the left lead 
(left shoulder and leg and left hind 
leg leading), the left rein is more 
active and carries’ the head slightly 
to the left. The right rein is passive 
but held with sufficient strength to 
give the horse a feeling of balance 
in the mouth. 


Now to progress to the false gal- 
lop. The best way to start this is 
to gallop on the left hand around 
the end of the ring on the true lead 
and then continuing on the diagonal 


across the ring so that the next cor- 
ner has to be negotiated to the right, 
the horse maintaining the left lead. 
You will find that the beginning 
horse will have difficulty commen- 
serate with his natural balance in 
executing this movement. Horses 
heavy on the forehand will antici- 
pate your aids and attempt to speed 
up on the diagonal and thus arrive 
at the turn with gathered momen- 
tum which will allow them to switch 
leads or disunite, which is discour- 
aging. The other extreme is the 


. sluggish horse that will refuse the 


added muscular effort imposed by 
this test and will break back down 
to the trot in spite of your straining 
leg aids. The cure for both of these 
situations is more balance and cad- 
ence at the basic gallop and resolute 
use of the leg aids to force a lug- 
ger up into a lighter gallop and the 
sluggish one on into more lightness 
and flexibility. 


As the horse develops more abili- 
ty to perform the false gallop sever- 
al very beneficial movements can be 
added to exercise this set of muscles 
and add variety to your schooling 
technique. 


The first is the half turn on 6 
or 8 meter circle, returning to the 
track on the false gallop. This can 
further be varied to include a full 
circle down to 6 meters in diameter 
at the false gallop, after entering 
the false gallop from the half turn. 
You will find that this test will in- 
deed require much work, but when 
accomplished will give the added 
confidence of riding a balanced hor- 
se. A full circle at the false gallop 
as tight as 6 meters takes maximum 
coordination and balance. You will 
find the newly-acquired set of mus- 
cles developed. in this work will be 
beneficial when your horse meets a 
tight situation in the hunting field 
or in the show ring. 


Another variation is the serpen- 
tine with which most of you are most 
likely familiar. The horse comes out 
of the turn around the end of the 
ring on the true gallop and turns to 
the left off the turn, coming back 
across the center line. As he crosses 
the center line, he gallops on a 
smooth circle to the right on the left 
false gallop. Completing the circle 
back to the center line, he then mov- 
es on a circle on the true left gallop 
to the center line where he again 
commences the false gallop, circling 
back to the center line. His path can 
be compared to a very wriggly snake 
progressing down the length of the 
ring, one half of his ‘“‘wriggles’” on 
the true gallop and the other on the 
false. 


Naturally this leads to the change 
of lead, with trot in between. This 
is called the ‘‘einfache gallop wech- 
sel’ in German and is the beginning 
of the flying change of lead. The 
horse comes out of the end of the 
ring on the left lead and turns back 
toward the center line on a smooth 
circle. As he crosses the center line 
and starts for the false gallop you 
squeeze him up to the bit and cause 
him to break back down to the trot 
for about two strides. Meanwhile 
you apply the aids for the right 
lead (tip the head to the right— 
strong active left leg behind the 
girth, right leg on the girth, driv- 
ing) and require the horse to swing 
into the right true gallop for this 
circle. Then as the horse completes 
the circle back to the center line 
on the right lead, you break into 
two steps of the trot and apply the 
aids for the left lead and swing in- 
to this circle on the left true gal- 
lop. 


This can be varied by doing half 
the movements without requiring 
a change, or at the false gallop on 
half the ‘“‘wiggles’”’ of the serpentine 
and then swinging into the change 
to the true gallop on the remaining 
loops of the serpentine. This exer- 
cise requires a good deal of balance 
and adequate tact and strength of 
aids on the part of the rider. How- 
ever, you will find that when your 
horse can do the serpentines false 
or true, he is a long way towards 
becoming a finely schooled, balanc- 
ed horse. Besides, it’s a lot of fun 
to fork a horse up to these move- 
ments. The horse should be also 
capable of taking a gallop depart 
by this time from the halt, back, 
slow trot, or ordinary trot. All these 
balancing exercises lead to this re- 
quirement which is relatively simple 
after the work on the false gallop

and changing leads with trotting 
steps in between. 


Now to finish off the elementary 
gallop exercises. Three speeds or 
tempos are required at the gallop, 
each to be executed with the same 
feel and flexion on the bit. The col- 
lected gallop is the one that is re- 
quired to execute the serpentines and 
changes described above. It is the 
slowest cadenced and most control- 
led. The ordinary gallop is about 
12 to 15 miles per hour and allows 
more feeling of rolling over. The 
extended gallop, as the name im- 
plies, is the gallop with the longest 
stride. The pace is 18 miles per hour, 
usually. Here again, you apply the 
aids to force the horse into a longer 
stride but the test is in the smooth 
transition back to the ordinary or 
collected gallop. The proper way to 
settle back to the collected gallop 
is to sit deep in the saddle and drive 
the haunches up under the horse, 
and at the same time drive the horse 
onto the bit when the horse then 
backs off and settles down to the 
more shortened gallop. 








The movement is of course done 
most tactfully to avoid excessive lug- 
ging or head shaking. The use of 
the aforementioned half ‘parade’ 
is’ often helpful in working for this 
transition if the horse bears in too 
hard. A tricky little test that the 
Germans have introduced in showing 
the extended gallop is the “uber 
streichen”. This means that as you 
gallop extended down a side of the 
ring, you have to carry one of your 
reins, usually the outside, over the 
neck of the horse loosely to show 
that the horse is not pulling. Need- 
less to say some of the ill-prepared 
come to grief with this freedom. 


We have now just.about complet- 
ed the fundamentals of teaching a 
horse elementary dressage. I might 
mention that all transitions, either 
within the gait, or in changing from 
one gait to the other, must be made 
with the minimum amount of pres- 
sure necessary to achieve a smooth 
change. In each case leg aids are 
the prominent cause of the change 
both in going up the scale and back 
down to the walk. The reins main- 
tain the relaxation and proper posi- 
tion of the horse’s head, always ap- 
proaching the vertical. 


One more thought. This coun- 
try needs these movements made up 
into standardized schooling rides to 
be ridden individually in a ring be- 
fore qualified judges. Then any pro- 
gressive show committee would have 
a base to initiate elementary dres- 
sage competitions. The rides would 
be of varying degrees of difficulty 
leading to the most complicated. 
Thus people could take their better 
schooled horses, go to a show, com- 
pete, and be rewarded with ribbons 
and suitable prizes for contributing 
to better horsemanship. This incen- 
tive would be offered for people to 
spend more time and actually get 
more enjoyment from developing the 
most that can be achieved from a 
horse. 


Horses schooled in these simple 
elementary movements will be more 
fun, safer, and of more value to 
everyone concerned, either in the 
show ring or in the hunting field. 
Continental countries are much 
ahead of us with published standard 
riding tests of five degrees of dif- 
ficulty. These standard rules and 
procedures are then followed by 
each show management, to provide 
a uniform basis of testing. Since 
valuable prizes and awards have 
been offered, much interest has been 
engendered. Of more value, per- 
haps, is the constantly developing 
reservoir of horses suitable for their 
Olympic teams. 


I have purposely stopped short 
of the higher advanced dressage 
techniques such as the flying change 
of lead, piaffe and passage. I see 
little need for the average rider to 
be haranged any longer about this 
more complicated subject. The obed- 
ience or dressage discussed in this 
paper has been written with the idea 
of providing the average “backyard” 
variety of horseman with something 
that he can understand and apply to 
his immediate situation. I have tried 
to avoid the Textbook teams ie. in- 
direct rein of opposition, etc. 


In closing, I would like to urge 
you serious horsemen to try some of 
these techniques to see if a whole 
new world of equestrian endeavor

Cain Hoy Stable’s Armageddon Projects 
Himself Into the Classic Picture When 
He Wins 77th Running of The Withers

successive defeats 
rather decisive, Cain 
Hoy Stable’s Armageddon won the 
seventy-seventh Withers Stakes at 
Belmont Park. It was somewhat 
surprising—$21.20 worth—and yet 
no particular reversal of form at 
that. Last October Armageddon won 
over the same horse-shoe shaped 
mile in the Champagne Stakes, and 
since then he’s been learning to run 
with one eye. The Withers would 
suggest that he’s mastered the les- 
son at last. 


After seven

Armageddon made his first 1952 
attempt—his first start after the 
Champagne—in late January, and 


this department went down to have 
a look at him in his saddling stall. 
In his rail eye he had a white spot 
almost the size of a quarter, with 
just a tiny rim of normal cornea 
around it. Dr. J. G. Catlett thought 
he might have as much as 20 per 
cent vision. There was a hope that 
the spot would eventually clear up. 

It didn’t clear up, and Armaged- 
don is now almost entirely blind in 
the left eye. There was already evi- 
dence that what little he could see 
out of it bothered him, and after 
a few starts he was equipped with 
a blinker which had a complete lea- 
ther cup over the bad eye. He still 
runs with it, but now it’s just to 
keep dirt out of the eye. 

in the Withers Ray York brought 
him very wide. This may have been 
py design, for having been blinded 
in one eye by thrown dirt or a small 
stone, Armageddon is a little sensi- 
tive about having dirt thrown in his 
face. There wasn’t any out where 
he was, and he came stoutly to over- 
whelm his field through the last 
quarter-mile and win $22,000, which 
makes a nice afternoon. 

Armageddon is a rather handsome 
son of Alsab, and possibly the best 
one his sire has had, though he had 
a very good filly a few years back 
in Myrtle Charm. He was bred by 


his owner, Harry F. suggenheim, 
and was foaled at A. B. Hancock’s 
Claiborne Farm on April 23, 1949. 


This was, if you can possibly make 
anything of it, the day that Olympia 
was beating Capot and Palestinian 
in the Wood Memorial, and that Ben 
Jones was thinking dispiritedly of 
what little chance he had in the Der- 
by with Ponder. The dam is Fight- 
ing Lady, by *Sir Gallahad III. She 


won three races herself, had one 
other winner from one other foal. 

The colt ran three times in the 
spring of 1951 and won one race, 
end in the fall won both of his two 
starts, the Champagne being the last.

and Spartan Valor added the Valley 
Forge Handicap to an already im- 
pressive run of victories. 

This made seven straight for the 
Attention colt, this one under 130 
pounds, the heaviest weight he has 
earried. I think we’re safe in call- 
ing him the best horse now in train- 
ing. He’s got the speed to get out 
of early trouble, and then he can 
hold it, and you can’t ask for a good 
deal more. 

Attention is by Equipoise, and 
thence the sire line runs through 
Pennant, Peter Pan, Commando, and 
Domino to Himyar. Himyar, a foal 
of 1875, is buried at Grasslands, 
Tennessee, under a small stone 
which records his breeding and then 
throws in the sentimental epitaph, 
“Speed springs eternal from his 
ashes.’ Spartan Valor would seem to 
back this up, because he wins his 
races on speed, and thus does not 
have to have them run to suit him, 
as Stymie, for instance, did. . 

But wait a minute. Stymie is by 
Equestrian by Equipoise and so on 
back to Himyar too. In fact it’s 
worse, because his dam is by On 
Watch by Colin by Commando and so 
on back to Himyar again. This is 
what makes Thoroughbred breeding 
a scientific matter. 


Another winning streak which 
stayed alive temporarily was that 
of S. P. Steckler’s Fort Salonga, the 
Juvenile Stakes winner. He was 
beaten in his first four starts, but 
unplaced only in the first of them, 
and since then he has won five 
straight, the William Penn Stakes 
also included. He has won $31,700 
to this point, and since he won the 
Juvenile easily enough he might 
stretch his string a bit further. 

Fort Salonga was one of the con- 
signment which the estate of the 
late Samuel D. Riddle sent to Sara- 
toga last year, and he brought $7, 
100. He was, with one exception, 
the cheapest *Mahmoud yearling of 
the year, and the exception, in the 
same consignment, was a filly. His 
dam, Fortify, by Case Ace, had won 
two races from six starts, and she 
had another winner in Bimfort. The 
next dam was a winner by Man 0’ 
War, but not an especially good pro- 
ducer, and the third dam is by the 
horse which outworked Man o’War, 
*Golden Broom. The fourth dam 
is by Plaudit, and here we are back 
at Himyar again. 

Actually, of course, if you go back 
through a pedigree and don’t find 
Himyar, the horse just doesn’t speak 


English, except with a pronounced 
British accent. The blood of this 
line, particularly through Domino, 


is so completely distributed through 
American pedigrees that it’s very 
rare that you find one without it. 

It doesn’t matter, much, anyway. 
This department has studied the 
pedigree situation close to twenty 
years now and the conclusion is that 
an extended pedigree—which usual- 
ly means five crosses—has only one 
really demonstrable value. A_ sur- 
prising number of people will pay $2 
to have it typed out. Otherwise, I 
can’t give it much, 


James McHugh’s Jam Wins Appleton 





Trained By Morris Dixon, Jr., Son of Impound 
Shows Classic Form Following International 


With Lone Fisherman 2nd By Head

Although he did not impress the 
steeplechase fraternity on his jump- 
ing ability, Jam scored a very de- 
cisive victory from the last fence to 
the wire, where his winning margin 
was 3 lengths in the Charles L. Ap- 
pleton. - Established as an even 
money favorite by the crowd off his 
victory in the International, a week 
previous, Jam was permitted to trail 
his field for a turn with Earl Phelps 
again in the saddle. 

Always a difficult horse to ride, 
Jam gave his rider a hard time, 
seeming more intent on demonstra- 
ting how bad a good horse can jump. 
Nonetheless, he moved up going 
down the far side, reached conten- 
tion at the last fence on the back- 
stretch, then determinedly wore 
down the leaders to draw even with 
Lone Fisherman at the last, and 
from there to the wire it was just a 
question of how much. 

At the break, Hot went into the 
lead, ran and jumped in excellent 
form all the way, and made the pace 
for most of the trip. Of the remain- 
ing horses in the field, Lone Fisher- 
man, The Mast, Flaming Comet and 
Lock and Key, were all closely 
grouped and alternated positions for 
the first half a dozen fences. Near- 
ing the fence at the club house turn, 
Lock and Key appeared to tire and 
dropped back from that point. 

Going down the far side the last 
time, Lone Fisherman worked his 
way forward, drew abreast of Hot 
at the 9th, and then these two stag- 
ed a nip and tuck duel until nearing 
the last fence, where Lone Fisher- 
man drew out from Hot, but as he 
did Jam was catching him with every 
stride, while The Mast too was mak- 
ing a bid. At the final jump, it was 
Lone Fisherman and Jam, head and 
head, then 3 lengths back to Hot 
and The Mast. Unfortunately for 
the latter, he put in a bad one and 
almost lost Paddy Smithwick. Los- 
ing ground because of this, he none- 
theless recovered and set sail for the 
leaders which carried him to within 
three-parts of a length of Lone Fish- 
erman at the wire, while another 
three-quarters of a length back, Hot 
hung on surprisingly well to garner 
the 4th position. In 5th place, Flam- 
ing Comet did not appear to run as 
well as in the International when he 
finished 2nd to Jam. 

The Appleton was a good race. 
The time of 3:42 4-5 is among the 
best half a dozen for the 2 miles in 
the last 5 years. Lone Fisherman, 
The Mast and Hot, all ran winning 
races, as well as this observer has 
seen them run, but as it developed, 
there happened to be a better horse 
in the field. When Mr. James F. Mc- 
Hugh’s Jam learns to jump, as well 
as run, he will be a tough one in 
any company at any weight. 

Speaking of weight, The Appleton 
is a condition race, and by virtue 
of his 1951 wins being only over 
hurdles, Jam got in with the feath- 
ery impost of 139 lbs. Most of the 
important races for the balance of 
the season are handicaps, and there 
is little question that this Morris 
H. Dixon, Jr. conditioned horse will 
receive what is seriously spoken of 
as ‘‘a steadying impost’’. 

J. Henry Alexandre, President of 


the Turf and Field Club, presented 
the Appleton Cup and a very hanéd- 
some trophy to owner James F. Me- 
Hugh, who still gives the impression 
that he can’t believe he may have 
one of the years outstanding jump; 
ers. 

Sitting in the office of Alex. M. 
Robb, Secretary-Treasurer of Bel- 
mont Park, after the Appleton, we 
picked up an interesting sidelight on 
Jam. At one time Alex Robb manag- 
ed the famous stud of the late Willis 
Sharpe Kilmer. Thinking well of the 
cross of Sun Beau with a mare call- 
ed Embargo Arts, the union was 
made, and the result—Impound. 
When this colt, together with several 
others came under the auctioneer’s 
hammer at Saratoga, Alex Robb tho- 
ught highly enough of them to put 
a figure on them, and he wound up 
the owner of three yearlings, includ- 
ing Impound. 

As yearlings have one thing in 
common, they have to be fed, water- 
ed and cared for until they are 2- 
year-olds, Alex Robb called his good 
friend Alfred Vanderbilt. After one 
false start because a_ veterinarian 
turned them down, the 3 yearlings 
wound up in the Vanderbilt barn. 

Under Bud Stotler’s tutelage, all 
three won, but unfortunately, Im- 
pound proved to be less than racing 
sound, and was put to stud early. 
Cherry Orchard was sent to his court 
and produced Jam. Cherry Orchard 
goes back to Display, which may ac- 
count for Jam’s hard headedness, 
but without going into the records, 
it seems to this observer that Jam 
is the first representative of this 
particular breeding to race through 
the field. 

Earlier in the week, Miss Mary 
Rumsey’s Mantle took the measure 
of a field on novice hurdlers while 
on the following day, the non-bet- 
tors had plenty of thrills while the 
betters had plenty of chills. An 8 
horse claiming steeplechase, most of 
them experienced jumpers, saw 3 
finish. Rank, an outsider in the 
betting, parted company with his 
rider at the 1st. Charade, was next 
to eliminate herself, when she fell 
at the 5th, but whén Band Leader, 
a strong contender in the betting, as 
well as the running, lost his rider 
at the 8th, a moan went up from the 
stands. 

Then My Good Man, favored in the 
betting, made a bad landing at the 
10th, and dropped back. Meanwhile, 
Proceed, a strong second choice, and 
leader for most of the way, came to 
the last fence 2 or 3 on top, and the 
likely winner, and—‘‘came a crop- 





per’. Even the boys in the parking 
area heard the groans this time, 
while Bayard Tuckerman, Jr.'s 


Blandystone, in second place at the 
time, just galloped home, 18 on top. 


My Good Man managed to stay on 
his feet and finish 2nd while Fur- 


thermore garnered the show money 
by virtue of the fact that Trepid 
stumbled trying to avoid Proceed at 
the last jump. Well, anyhow, the 
Association saved fourth money. 
On Wednesday, Mrs. E. du Pont 
Weir’s *Golden Furlong, a_ third 
to his stablemate, Master Mariner 
the week previous, earned brackets

Pine Pep Captures Radnor Hunt Cup 





Stuart Janney Pushes Clothier Gelding For 
Pennsylvania Victory; Ambrose Clark Earns 


3rd Leg On National Cup With The Creek

The Radnor Hunt Cup was the 
first race ever presented over live 
television at a hunt meeting. Other 
meetings have been televised but 
it was from film. The person re- 
sponsible for adding this highlight 
to the spring race meeting of the 
Radnor Hunt at Malvern, Pa. on 
May 10 was David Gwinn. The Pen- 
prook Milk Company, of which Mr. 
Gwinn is president, was the sponsor 
and did a most creditable job of 
presenting the two timber events 
and one brush race to the televis- 
jon public. -Chris Wood, Jr., field 
director for United Hunts, provided 
the running commentary. 

Earning a perfect right to be tele- 
vised because of its outstanding 
entries, The Radnor Hunt Cup bro- 
ught out 9 starters which included 
the three-time winner of The Mary- 
land Hunt Cup, Mrs. William J. 
Clothier’s Pine Pep; the horse which 
finished 2nd to Pine Pep in this 
year’s running of The Maryland 
Hunt Cup, Mrs. Gary Black’s Cap- 
tain Black and Owner-rider Stuart 
§. Janney, Jr. on his *Philstar. Mr. 
Janney had hung up his tack when 
he retired The Maryland Hunt Cup 
on Winton in 1947, other than rid- 
ing in point-to-points. 

Thomas T. Mott’s former brush 
horse and a newcomer to the timber 
ranks, *Luan Casca was right be- 
hind George Strawbridge’s Erin Rus- 
sell when the field went away from 
Starter Harold Plumb’s tape but 
Jockey D. Saunders’ sent the Mott 
color-bearer to the front over the 
Ist jump. The field galloped back 
of the judges’ and stewards’ stand 
and across the flat track to approach 
the 2nd, an aiken. After this one 
they swing around a beacon to go to 
the 3rd and here it was still *Luan 
Casca, Erin Russell, R. K. Mellon’s 
*Tudorian, Pine Pep, Mrs. Simon 
T. Patterson’s *McGinty Moore, 
Thomas McKelvey’s Hippius, Happy 
Hill Farm’s Adaptable, *Philstar 
and Captain Black. 

The 4th is a ditch and the field 
straightens away for the 5th, then 
around a beacon and the 6th. *Luan 


Casca was showing the way by a 
length with Erin Russell some 5 
lengths ahead of *Tudorian. After 


the 6th, *Luan Casca’s rider got con- 
fused because the final jumps in 
the 3 1-2 mile timber course are in 
this area and went the wrong way 
after this jump. *Luan Casca was 
Teady to run and did not take kind- 


ly to being stopped, going so far 
off the course that the field had 


jumped the 7th and disappeared be- 
hind the hill before he was pulled 
up. 

Back into sight after the 8th and 
§th, Erin Russell was leading but 
Jockey E. H. Bennett, coming down- 
hill to the 10th, took over the pace 
setting duties. After the 11th the 
field was really strung out as the 
horses galloped toward the aiken 
again and while Erin Russell had 
led over the 11th, he and *Tudor- 
lan were hattling for the lead. The 
latter was on the outside over the 
13th and here Erin Russell put iu 
a bad one, making Jockey W. H. 
Dixon really do some riding to stay 
put. He lost ground and Jockey M. 


Ferral picked this point to gain 
sround on *McGinty Moore. Over 
the 15th *McGinty Moore led *Tu- 


dorian and Hippius parted company 
with his rider, Mr. W. Bonner. *Tu- 
dorian led over the 16th with the 
order behind him *MeGinty Moore, 
Erin Russell, Pine Pep, Adaptable, 
*Philstar and Captain Black. Back 
of the hill, Pine Pep was moving 
and came up with *McGinty Moore 
but the former put in a big one 
While the latter hit his stifle. 

Appearing at the gap at the top 
of the hill, Erin Russell was once 
More in command of the field with 
Pine Pep 2nd and Adaptable mov- 
ing up to close ground. After the 
20th, both Pine Pep and Adaptable 
Were really pushing Erin Russell but 
the latter led over the 2ist with 








*McGinty Moore getting in behind 
Pine Pep. Going toward the turn 
for the short course and finish, Mr. 
Janney decided the time was right 
to get up to the leaders on *Phil- 
star and Pine Pep led him over the 
22nd with Erin Russell now 3rd. At 
this jump *Tudorian had had eno- 
ugh. He had broken down back of 
the hill and gamely held on to this 
point but this was as far as he 
could go. 

Out of sight over the 23rd and be- 
hind the woods and then the top of 
the 24th can be seen. Adaptable had 
started choking up and he fell hard 
at this one as *Philstar handled the 
pace setting ahead of Pine Pep, 
Erin Russell and *McGinty Moore. 
Jockey M. Smithwick and Mr. Jan- 
ney really sent their horses toward 
the last 2 jumps and *Philstar held 


a slight advantage over the 25th 
but over the 26th and last, Pine 
Pep’s nose was in front. The pair 


landed, came around the snow fence 
to head for the stretch; the two 
riders were going all out and as they 


neared the finish line, Pine Pep 
was moving ahead and he crossed 
the line to win by 1 1-2 lengths, 


*Philstar placing by 5 lengths over 


*McGinty Moore with Erin Russell 
and Captain Black completing the 
finish. Captain Black had never 


been in contention and after Hippius 
lost his rider, he selected Captain 
Black as a running partner and the 
latter’s rider had a sore knee as the 
result of being crowded into the post 
at the gap after the 19th. 

There certainly was no lack of 
“spectator appeal’ at Radnor from 
the very first race to the finish of 
the final race. If one wanted 
“thrills, chills and spills’, it was 
there; if it was good racing with 
driving finishes, that was there; if 
it was something totally unexpected, 
that was also there. It began with 
the first race, the Goshen Plate, 
about 2 miles over brush for maid- 
ens. This was another 9-horse field 
and the English rider, D. Thomas, 
left the pack in front on Emmett 
Roberts’ Eagle’s Gold, a recruit from 
the flat ranks. Eagle’s Gold led for 
a turn of the course and then ap- 
proaching the 8th, the water jump, 
Jockey C. Bowersox sent Joseph D. 
McCaffrey’s + Brimful to the front. 
The lead was short-lived as Brimful 
wanted no part of the jump and ran 
out. Eagle’s Gold again paved the 
way over the liverpool with Arthur 
E. Pew, Jr.’s *Irish Double and Mrs. 
Michael G. Walsh’s Careless Lips 
following. Approaching the 10th, 
Jockey J. Walker took command on 
*Irish Double with Careless Lips 
2nd and Jockey E. Phelps now 3rd 
on Mrs; B: O: Gartiner’s Vv. P: 1. 
Clef. There was some _ confusion 
among the riders as several of the 
horses had taken a different course 
and horses were eased up as their 
riders were uncertain whether they 
were right or whether the others 
were right. 

The order remained the same over 
the final 3 jumps but then V. P. I. 
Clef raced into the stretch to close 
rapidly on *Irish Double, passing 
him to win by a neck, Careless Lips 
finishing 3rd. The official sign did 
not go up and after much discussion, 
the first 3 horses under the wire 
were disqualified for taking the 
wrong course. The winner was 
Mrs. W. C. Wright’s Call Me George 
with Jockey W. H. Dixon up; Mrs. 
Patrick Smith’s Laughing Lad 2nd; 
Mrs. John Strawbridge’s Wygant 
3rd and George T. Weymouth’s Mag- 
ical 4th. 

The White Horse Plate had to be 
run in two divisions but this time 
there could be no confusing Arthur 
E. Pew, Jr.’s colors on *Cottage 
Flame and *Tico Tico. *Cottage 
Flame ran in the 1st division and 
Jockey J. Walker sent him on to 
assume the lead after the quarter, 
coming in to win over R. K. Mellon’s 
Arctic Fox and J. M. Schiff’s *E1 
Arabi. 

Jockey J. Humphrey was given a

leg up on *Tico Tico in the 2nd divis- 
ion and sent him away winging. 
Jockey P. Smithwick on Miss Marie 
M. McKim’s timber horse, Merry 
Old Soul, headed *Tico Tico momen- 
tarily but then the French-bred geld- 
ing soon took over the pace setting. 
Entering the stretch, *Tico Tico 
was racing easily and coming in be- 
hind him was George T. Weymouth’s 
Hill Hawk which had gotten away 


late at the start but had gained 
ground. *Tico Tico came on to win 
by 5 lengths, Hill Hawk placing 4 


lengths ahead of Merry Old Soul. 

F. Ambrose Clark won the Nat- 
ional Hunt Cup with Lancastrian in 
1946 and the next year followed 
another winning effort with Flying 
Dolphin. This year he sent one 
horse to Radnor and that was The 
Creek and it was up to him to earn 
the 3rd leg on the cup. Mr. E. Wey- 
mouth was away fast on George T. 
Weymouth’s Furthermore but over 
the lst jump, the lead had been 
taken over by Jockey D. Saunders 
on Mrs. Miehael G. Walsh’s *Jour- 
ney, with The Creek 2nd, Further- 
more 3rd, Irl A. Daffin’s winner of 
this race last year, -*Irish Monkey 
and W. C. Robinson, Jr.’s Crown 
Royal. 

*Journey Was setting quite a pace 
and over the 5th held an advantage 
of about 1 1-2 lengths, Crown Royal, 
*Trish Monkey and The Creek jump- 
ing like a hunt team. Jockey F. 
Schulhofer and The Creek began 
narrowing down the distance over 
the 6th and went to the front ahead 
of *Journey over the 7th as the 


horses completed one turn of the 
course. The 8th is the water jump 
and with-The Creek leading, with 
*Trish Monkey and Jockey E. Car- 


ter, were over the 10th asafely but 
*Journey fell hard. The 11th and 
12th lie in a straight line and pre- 
sent a good view of the horses. The 
and *Irish Monkey were not 


giving an inch and the latter was 
really moving. Over the 12th they 


jumped head and head but over the 
13th and final, The Creek was ahead 
by a nose, then *Irish Monkey, Fur- 
thermore and Crown Royal. The 
Creek increased his advantage to 
2 lengths under the wire with the 
rest of the field finishinge in the 
order in which they jumped the fin- 
al jump. 

The Sugartown plate 
jumps and a half-mile to become a 
timber race for horses which have 
not won over timber or brush, point- 
to-points and novice timber and 
maiden races excepted. As 9 was 
apparently the order of the day, that 
many horses faced the starter. With 
the point-to-points over for the 
spring and as quite a few of the 
horses had raced in such events, it 
was going to be interesting to see 
how they were going to turn out. 

The early leader was Mrs. J. Til- 
den Pennick’s Premier but he ran 
off the course with Jockey L. Grant 
approaching the 8rd and the field 
was reduced to 8. Jockey E. H. Ben- 
nett was handling the pace on R. K.

Mellon’s *No Wings over the 4th 
with Thomas McKelvey’s Hydro 
Bello, Mrs. Walter Carr’s Flying 


Angel, Mrs. W. J. Strawbridge’s re- 
cruit from the brush ranks, *Land’s 
Corner and Dan Brewster’s Seminar 
coming along behind him. As the 
field went out of sight after the 7th, 
the order was the same but appear- 
ing at the gap, Jockey M. Ferral and 
*Land’s Corner had come up on even 
terms with *No Wings. *No Wings 
gained in the downhill run and was 
over 1st at the 10th with *Land’s 
Corner 2nd. 

At the 13th the order had chang- 
ed as Jockey R. Gough had gone 
to the front on Hydro Bello, *Land’s 
Corner still staying in 2nd position, 
*No Wings 3rd and Jockey M. Smith- 
wick 4th on George H. C. Arrow- 
smith’s Wardun. At this jump Cyrus 
Manierre’s Charoton hit hard and 
Jockey O. A. Brown lost his irons. 
The 14th is a ditch and when Charo- 
ton put in a big one, Jockey Brown 
came off. Hydro Bello has accumu- 
lated some timber knowledge this 
spring, in fact, being among the 
starters in The Maryland Hunt Cup 
this year. As he led over the 15th, 
he was followed by 2 horses making 
their initial outing over’ timber, 
*Land’s Corner and Flying Angel. 
After the 17th, the horses disappear- 
ed behind the hill and Morris H. 
Dixon’s Cis Patsy, another new one 
over timber, was trailing and was 
pulled up by Jockey W. H. Dixon.

dro Bello at the finish, *No Wings 
finishing 3rd ahead of Seminar. 

Having had a good crowd, televis- 
ion and rain spasmodically ,only one 
more race remained on the card, The 
Chesterbrook Plate, about 1 3-4 
miles on the flat for maidens. The 
number changed here and 7 horses 
went postward. Mr. H. Hammond 
did not let any grass grow under 
the feet of Mrs. John Strawbridge, 
Jr.’s Oklahoma Joe and was away 
winging. Morris H. Dixon’s Poto- 
womut was sent after him by Jockey 
P. Smithwick and when he dropped 
back, Jockey E. Jackson sent Happy 
Hill Farm’s Thief up. Oklahoma Joe 
held one and all safe until after the 
mile mark and then he began to 
drop back. Moving to the front at 
this point was Joseph M. Mulford’s 
first time starter, War Scotch with 
Jockey R. Harris up. Gaining the 
lead, War Scotch headed for the 
turn into the stretch with Potowo- 
mut close in behind him. Around 
the turn it was still War Scotch with 
Potowomut and Thief following. The 
Great War gelding was on the inside 
and went under the wire to win by 
half a length over Potowomut with 
Thief finishing 3rd ahead of Mrs.

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ground, resounds with its solid horn. 

“Yet even when such a horse. be- 
coming old in years and _= sluggish 
with disease, pegins to fail, shut him 
up in the stable and do not pity 41s 
inglorious old age- Cold in his pas- 
sion is the aged horse; in vain he 
drags himself to the  pleasureiess 
task and whenever he <omes to the 
contest, just as a great fire rages in 
stubble without strength, so he 
impotently rages. Therefore, you 
should especially take note of a 
horse’s strength and years—then of 
their other good points and the stock 
of their sires. You should also nete 
what grief in defeat or glory in vic- 
tory each horse shows. 

“When these points have been well 
digested, the breeder should work 
hard to condition the horse chosen to 
stand at the head of their stable and 
to fill him out with firm flesh. They 
should cut for him flowering grasses 
and give him fresh water and coarse 
cornmeal, that he may be strong for

foals may inherit the leanness of 
their sires. The mares they should 
purposely keep lean and when the 
customary pleasure first calls them 
to mate, they should stop feeding 
them the leafy fodder and keep them 
awaw from the springs. They also 
often rouse them to race and tire 


them in the sun, when the barn floor 
groans heavily with the trashed corn 
and the empty chaff is winnowed by 
the wind. This they do in order that 
the fruitfulness of the generative 
field will not be weakened by too 
sumptuous feeding and the sluggish 
farrow dulled but that it may thirst- 


ily seize upon the seed and pury it 


deep within. Soon the care of the 
sires gives way to the care of the 
dams. When, their months are ful- 
filled, they roam heavy with young, 
they must never be allowed to draw 


the yokes of loaded wagons or take 
roads where they might have to jump 
or run through meadows in_ swift 
flight or to swim the swollen rivers. 
Jn open pastures they should feed 
beside the full streams where the 
moss grows and the bank is greenest 
with grass, where caves may shelter 
them from sudden rain and clifis 
sive unto them shade. 

“But if it is your hobby to raise 
horses for war and cavalry troops or 
to glide in on wheels near the AI- 
phaean rivers of Pisa and drive the 
swift chariot in Jupiter’s grove, then 
the first lesson for the horse is to see 
the arms of mighty warriors, to get 
used to the trumpet calls, to stand 
the grinding of the dragging wheels 
and to hear the jangling of the bits 
in the stable, then more and more to 
delight in the caressing praise of his 
trainer and to love the sound of his 
neck being patted. Let him get used 
to all these as soon as he is weaned 
from his mother and now and again 
let him trust his head to soft halters 
even while still weak and trembling 

still ignorant of life. When three 
summers have passed and the fourth 
has come, let him -begin to run 
around the circling course to make 
his steps ring even, to flex his legs 
in alternating curves—lét him have 
a hard workout. Then let him chal- 
lenge the winds to a race and flying 
the open fields as though free 
from the reins let him scarce put his 
feet to the surface of the ground. 

“When the colts are proken, let 
their bodies grow plump by feeding 
mash- If fed too much 
before breaking, they will raise their 
mettle too high and when caught will 
getuse to submit to the pliant lash or 
the hard curbs. But no care 
whether dealing with cattle or hors- 
strengthens their powers as 

keen them away from desire and 
the stimulation of blind passion. For 

reason, breeders banish the bull 

to » nasture far away from the herd,

At Sutcliffe At 
Drackerts’ Ranch

Interest in Thoroughbred breed- 
ing and racing is being revived ip 
Nevada after many years. One of the 
chief promoters of this is Harry 
Drackert, former rodeo rider and ap 
ex-World’s Champion Cowboy. 

He and his wife are combining 
their Thoroughbred enterprise with 
the operation of their Pyramid Lake 
Guest Ranch, located by Pyramid 
Lake, Sutcliffe, Nevada, which ig a 
short drive from Reno and _ noted 
as one of the most beautiful areas 
in the west. The Drackerts have been 
breeding Quarter Horses for a num- 
ber of years but now standing at the 
ranch is the Thoroughbred sire, 
Andy K. by Jack High—Alice Fos. 
ter, by *Pataud, Andy K. is out of 
the dam of the stakes winning Mr, 
Khayyam and-Noah’s Pride, as well 
as the winners, Little Patriot, Alice 
etc. Among the prominent stakes 
won by Andy K. were the Arlington 
Futurity, Champagne Stakes, Peter 
Pan Handicap, and Kent Handicap. 

Although he has had rather limit- 
ed opportunity in the stud, Andy K, 
has produced some very good horses, 
including among his stakes winners 
Kandy Comfort, Indique, Larkmead 
Andy, Challandy and Andy’s Glory, 

The Drackerts find the eveness of 
the climate and the clarity of the 
air at the 4,000-foot elevation of 
Pyramid Lake very beneficial to 
their breeding operations. The colts 
show the benefit of their ample pas- 
ture in their good bone and general 
health. The first of the ranch’s Tho- 
roughbreds, Nelly Calico, a promis- 
ing 2-year-old by With Regards— 
Miss Westie, by Sir West, will re- 
present her breeder at the_ tracks 
this year. Her full sister, Easter 
Regards, is devoloping well at the 
ranch and her breeder believes she 
may be even better than Nelly Calico. 
Miss Westie foaled a colt by Andy 
K. this season and was bred back to 
him. 





Agitator, by Nearco, was a 
well developed, bright chestnut. A 
brilliant 2-year-old, with 2 races 
last year to his credit and one this. 
‘The horses in this country, the young 
ones, are not raced often. He would 
be ridden by Gordon Richards. The 
second favorite, Lord Rosebery’s Bob 
Major, chestnut, a bit on the leg, by 
Tudor Minstrel, was also good in 
his 2-year-old form, but had shown

They both looked to 
be very fit colts.

Jockeys were put up, the colts moved 
out to. the course and galloped past 
the stands to the start. Agitator 
went down, his head high, fighting 
the bit. Thunderhead II moved with 
perfection, a low effortless stride. 
‘hey came singly, in pairs and 
groups, flashing by, brilliant colors 
against the turf, horses at theif 
peak. 

Fiery Torch caused delay at the 
post and when they finally got away, 
Palpitate was left at the post. The 
field divided into two groups, 0 
the near and far side of the rails. 
Agitator went to the front 1 1-2 
turlongs from home but was ovel- 
taken by Thunderhead II, by ? 
lengths which was galloping alone 
down the middle of the course and 
won easily. Bob Major tired well be 
fore the Bushes. A. J. Tompsett’s 
King’s Bench, a brown colt by Court 
Marshall, not rated a stayer came Il

Breeding Notes 





Victories of Bubbley In the Debutante 
And Real Delight In the Kentucky Oaks 
Focus Attention On Dam, Blue Delight

Blue Delight already has a firm 
foundation upon which to be chosen 
as a candidate for the honor of 
Broodmare of the Year. This is early 
in the year to make such a strong 
statement, but on examination of the 
facts of the matter, perhaps you'll 
agree. 

On May 2, Calumet’s Real Delight, 
a bay daughter of Bull Lea—Blue 
Delight, won the 78th running of the 
Kentucky Oaks at Churchill Downs 
by 1 3-4 lengths over a field of 14 
other 3-year-old fillies. Then on May 
3, over the same track, Calumet’s 
Bubbley, the 2-year-old daughter of 
Bull Lea—Blue Delight, galloped 
home by 1 1-4 lengths over a rival 
pand of 9 fillies in the 52nd running 
of the Debutante Stakes. Calumet 
owned—Ben Jones trained—Arcaro 
ridden. 

A little later in the afternoon’s 
program on May 3, at the famed 
Kentucky course, a colt by the name 
of Hill Gail, flying the Calumet red, 
scored in a race called the Kentucky 
Derby, about which enough ink has 
already been spilled. 

Real Delight, the 3-year-old, won 
her first start, a combination claim- 
ing and allowance affair at Santa 
Anita, in a field of maidens on Feb- 
ruary 8, 1952. The route was 7 fur- 
longs and this fast moving miss had 
the lead at the 3-8 mark by a half- 
length—then at the 5-8 marker she 
increased it to 2—in the stretch she 
held sway by 4—and at the wire, 
Real Delight was safely home by 6 
lengths, winning with ease. Her sec- 
ond start, also on the west coast, on 
the 22nd of the month, was almost 
an exact duplication of her first 
start, even to the margins at the 
various markers along the way. Her 
first eastern race was the Ashland 
Stakes, in which she drew out to 
win by 5 lengths. 

In her next start, an allowance af- 
fair at Keeneland, she was coming at 
the end of the 6 1-2 furlongs, but 
White Skies was there first by a 
head, thus giving the Calumet miss 
her first defeat. 

Bubbley, the 2-year-old, handled 
her first start with much the same 
finesse. She went to the front in the 
4-furlong maiden filly event at 
Keeneland on April 10, and was 
never headed, winning by 4 lengths. 
In her second start, the Lafayette 
Stakes, she swerved and finished 2nd 
to Aerolite, being beaten by three- 
parts of a length. 

In summation, up until the sisters 
won the Kentucky Oaks and Debut- 
ante Stakes respectively, they had 
each lost but one race and both had 
heen 2nd that time. Collectively the 
two fillies have earned to May 3, in 
their first season at the races, $61, 
307 for Calumet- 

Bull Lea, the sire of this pair 
needs no introduction to race fans. 
if he does, they’re not race fans. But 
a fact worthy of mention about him 
is that on May 3, the 2-year-old Bub- 
bley won the Debutante, the 3-year- 
old Hill Gail scored in the Derby. 
and the 4-year-old Alerted triumphed 
in the Dixie at Pimlico—all are by 
Bull Lea. Added to this, Real De- 
light won the Kentucky Oaks on May 
2, and one of Bull Lea’s earliest sons 
to be retired to stud, High Lea, was 
the sire of Wise Scholar, which on 
April 30, won the Bowie Kindergar- 
ten Stakes at Laurel. This in itself 
must set a record of some descrip- 
tion for a sire. 

Now that Bull Lea is taken care 
of, let’s look at the distaff side of 
the pedigree. Blue Delight is by the 
great broodmare sire, Blue Larkspur, 
out of Chicleight, by *Chicle. Blue 
Delight 


was foaled on February 6, 
1939 at Thomas Carr Piatt’s Crest- 
Wood Farm, Lexington, Kentucky, 


where John ‘Futurity King’? Marsch 
kept a humber of broodmares. 

_ When racing time for the filly ar- 
rived, John Marsch gave her to his 
Wife, in whose ‘‘cardinal and orange 
stripes, orange hoops and cuffs on 
Sleeves, cardinal cap, orange band” 
the filly raced. 

Blue Delight made her first pub- 
lic appearance at Churchill Downs. 
O May 3, the-same-day of the month 


as Bubbley was to score her first 
stakes win 12 years later, but unlike 
her daughters Blue Delight did not 
win her first start, but was defeated 
by Rose Anita, up in the final stride. 
When the year had ended the Blue 
Larkspur miss had won the Joliet 
Stakes and the Arlington Lassie, 
earning $22,150 stakes money, with 
a total for the year of $23,475. She 
made 6 efforts as a 2-year-old and 
lost only one race. 

At 3, Blue Delight wasn’t the filly 
she had been the year pbefore and 
won, in stake competition only two 
show positions in thé Cinderella and 


Falls City Handicap—earning only 
$2,425. After the record she had 


imade as a 3-year-old, John Marsch 
was undecided whether or not to re- 
tire her to stud, but he returned her 
to competition. 

Blue Delight more than yindicated 
his faith in her and captured the 
Cinderella, Arlington Matron, Cleo- 
patra and Princess Pat Handicap 
and showed in the Beverly Handicap 
to accumulate a total of $25,715 for 
the year. 

On May 29, 1943, at Hawthorne 
race track, while training for a re- 
turn to the races, the 5-year-old 
mare pulled a tendon and was sent 
hack to her pirthplace to pe retired 
to stud. In three seasons of racing, 
she earned $51,615- 

Whirlaway was selected as her 
first mate and the result was the bay 
colt Blue World, which T. C. Piatt 
and John Marsch consigned to the 
1946 Keeneland Sales, where Point- 
a-View Farm paid $15,700 for him. 
Blue World, which went postward 
once, died as a 2-year-old. Compen- 
sation for Point-a-View came later 
in the form of Uncle Miltie. 

Blue Delight was pought privately 
by Calumet in the summer of 1946, 
and her first foal for the ‘‘devil red” 
establishment was All Blue, full- 
brother to Bubbley and Real Delight. 
All Blue was a stakes winner in 1951 
of the San Antonio Handicap and 
scored some place positions in stak- 
es, running 2nd to Hill Prince in the 
American Derby, to Your Host in the 
Sheridan, and to Currandero in the 
Whirlaway. 

After All Blue came the chestnut 
filly Whirling Lark, by Whirlaway, 
a non-winner—then Real Delight and 
subbley. Her youngster of this year 
is an *Alibhai and Blue Delight is 
being sent back to Bull Lea this sea- 
son. 

In speaking of nicks, it is interest- 
ing to note that this combination of 


Bull Lea—Blue [Larkspur has also 
resulted in the outstanding mare, 


Twilight Tear. Twilight Tear was the 
Horse of the Year in 1944 and was 
the first filly to win the honor. That 


vear Twilight Tear was the Best 
Three-Year-Old, the 3est Three- 
Year-Old filly, and Best Handicap 


mare. 
Perhaps one of these fillies or 
maybe both of them or All Blue will 
go on to make a big name in racing 
it’s not impossible when you con- 


sider it’s Calumet and Ben Jones. 
Then Blue Delight would have the 


sroodmare of the Year honors sewed 
up tight—at any rate as_ things 
stand, she’s made a good beginning. 
Since these notes were penned, 
Real Delight has won the 1 1-8 mile 
Black-Eyed Susan stakes at Pimlico 
on May 10, by 4 1-2 lengths. The 
daughter of Bull Lea, according to 
The Daily Racing Form, ‘‘assumed 
command while racing wide early, 
set the pace with ridiculous ease 
and was not threatened while mere- 
ly galloping through the _ stretch”’. 
Could it be that Ben Jones has ano- 
ther Twilight Tear?

points, he knew nothing about dres- 
sage until he went into training with 
Captain Tony Collings at Porlock 
last October, but he rode a beauti- 
ful. test with the horse Banbridge 
Boy. Perhaps the most brilliant per- 
formance of the whole day was given 
by another members of our team. 
Lieutenant-Commander Oram, a sail- 
or who rode his wife’s fascinating lit- 
tle mare, Philippa, which she has 
lent for Helsinki. Horse and rider 
were in perfect harmony; Philippa 
has plenty of presence and impuls- 
ion. Team Captain, Mr. J. R. Hind- 
ley, rode his grey Speculation very 
skillfully. Mr. Bertie Hill rode his 
other horse Stealaway. 


One or two of the team horses 
earried out their work in a snaffle 
as they were not sufficiently advanc- 
ed in their training to accept the 
double bridle, but they were well 
on the bit, their cadence regular and 
their flexions passable.

Darley of the Royal Horse Guards, 
drew attention to herself by her ex- 
cellent performance and edged up to 
4th place, despite the number of 
penalty points she had accrued on 
the first day. The greatest number 
ot bonus marks were gained by the 


Irish Cuchulain and his rider Mr, 
Freeman Jackson, M. F. H. Lieut.- 
Col. H. M. Llewellyn’s Lionheart, rid- 


den by Lieut. Thompson, and Mr. §, 
Marsh’s Abundance, ridden by John 


Shedden, both put up an excellent 
display. 
The show jumping on the third 


day is designed to prove. the horse’s 
fitness and soundness after the two 
previous outings. It was an exciting 
contest. Captain Darley’s clear round 
with Emily Little giving him the 
victory, with 126.25 penalty points, 
Mr. Brian Young had 20 1-4 faults 
which brought him into 2nd _ place, 
his final markings being 128.25 pen- 
alty points. srigadier Bolton, who 
had been the lead at the end of the 
second day, had 30 1-2 faults, which 
placed him 3rd with a total of 128. 
75 penalty points—a very close fin- 
decimal points lying be 
tween the last two. 


Herr Watjen, who trained the win- 
ning American team in 1948, has 
spent some time at Porlock recently 
devoting himself to our team’s dres- 
sage. He gave a display with Nixe, 
a 7-year-old Hannoverian by _ the 
Thoroughbred — stallion Widerhall, 
which he had brought with him when 
he came to this country, to énsure 
that its schooling should not be in- 
terrupted. Herr Watjen carried out 
many of the movements of the Grand 
Prix de Dressage, but he did not at- 
tempt the whole test as the horse has 
only been in training for two years. 


On the last afternoon, the team of 
jumpers who will represent England 
in the competition for the Nation's 
Cup, gave a demonstration over a 
course of at least 20 fences. These 
horses have been carrying out pre 
liminary training during February 
and March at their owners’ homes, 
followed by work at Aldershot under 
the direction of Lieut.-Col. Jack Tal- 
bot—Ponsonby. They have been do- 
ing plenty of school work, coupled 
with walking exercise but not too 
much jumping, in order to keep them 
fresh. 


A bronze statuette of Foxhunter, 
the gift of the British Show Jump 
ing Association, was presented 10 
Colonel Harry Llewellyn by the 
Queen as a momento of the fact that 
he has gained the title of ‘‘Leading 
Rider of Europe’”’ three years in suc 
cession. A decision as to whom 
shall receive this title is made ol 
the Continent, not in England. Each 
year it is given to the rider who 
has won the greatest number of il- 
dividual competitions at internation 
al horse shows. 


I am sure that many people must 
be deploring the difficulties of the 
journey to Helsinki, which will make 
it impossible for them to see the 
actual performance of the teams 
from. all the competing countries, 
and to share in applauding the gal- 


lant winners, whoever they may be.

The Trinity Foot Beagles 








Famous Cambridge Pack, Lost During 
The War For More Than Two Years, 
Is Now Ninety Years Old |

Like the begetting Kings of the 
Old Testament, the recorded history 
of most beagle packs makes dull and 
repetitious reading. Master succeeds 
master and season follows season 
with all the tension and glamour 
of the telephone book. There are, 
however, some packs whose annals 
do not: belong in this category, and 
prominent in the small field of ex- 
ceptions is the Trinity Foot Beagles. 

Supported by the undergraduates 
of Cambridge University in England 
for the past ninety years, the Trinity 
Foot has a history that not only 
makes interesting reading but at 
times takes on the execitement of a 
detective story. In October of 1940 
the pack was lent by the Trustees to 
the officers of a regiment of the Dor- 
set Territorials. For six months re- 
ports were received from the Mas- 
ter. Then came an ominous silence 
that lasted more than two years. 
Letters were returned unopened and 
enquiries proved futile. For all prac- 
tical purposes, both the regiment 
and the pack vanished into thin air. 
This sad state of affairs was finally 
ended by the sagacity of one of the 
trustees, Major Maurice 3arclay, 
who figured that no matter where 
they were the officers would still 
be interested in reading Horse and 
Hound. He therefore advertised in 
this journal and sure enough short- 
ly heard from the commanding offi- 
cer of the regiment that as of Janu- 
ary 1943 the pack was going strong. 

During the late war I had the 
pleasure of visiting Major and Mrs. 
Barclay at their home in Hertford- 
shire and was, in fact, staying with 
the Major when he received the good 
hews about the discovery of the 
Trinity Foot. The Barclay family 
have been closely associated with 
the pack for three generations. The 
late Squire Edward Barclay, father 
of the Major, whom I also met, whip- 
ped into the Trinity Foot in 1880. 
He told me he kept his own pack of 
beagles near Cambridge and hunted 
them four days a week as well as 
whipping-in for the TFB the other 


two. Major Barelay was in turn 
Master from 1906 to 1907 and his 
brother, Major Geoffrey Barclay 
reigned in 1913. The major’s son, 
captain Charles Barclay, held the 


office in 1939. This is the same fam- 
ily incidentally, that have furnished 
succeessive Masters for the Pucke- 
ridge Fox Hounds since 1897. 

The Barclay interest in beagling, 
however, probably stemmed from a 
famous walker of a much earlier 
Period. While visiting the Major, 
I was shown a picture of a certain 
Captain Edward Barclay, who in 
1820 walked 1,000 miles in 1000 
hours for a 1,000 guinea wager. Ac- 
cording to the inscription, he won 
his bet and romped across the fin- 
ish line in fine form to the cheers 
of 10,000 enthusiastic spectators. 

The Trinity Foot is particularly 
lucky in having a biographer who 
covered its history for the fifty years 
from its founding in 1862 to* 1912. 
F. Claude Kempson, M. A. in “The 
Trinity Foot Beagles’, published in 
1912 by Edward Arnold of London, 
Produced a model for hunting jour- 
nals. The old book not only has 
charm and humour but quite a bit 
of philosophy as well. Even in those 
days beaglers were regarded with 
Some scepticism by those who did not 
Participate in the sport. In the Uni- 
Versity, the small group of sports- 
men were known as “Barbarians” 


and the great majority of disapprov- 
ers as ‘Philistines’. Lending weight 
to the latter viewpoint was the un- 
deniable fact that Cambridge, along 
with most old English universities 
and schools, had an _ ecclesiastical 
background and a consequent deep- 
seated predjudice against field 
sports. “‘No scholar, fellow, chaplain, 
or other minister or servant shall 
keep hunting dogs, nets for hunting, 
ferrets, falcons or hawks’’ reads one 
of the Eton Statutes. 

While beagling by undergraduates 
at Cambridge actually began in 
1862, the advent of the Trinity Foot 
Beagles as such took place in 1867, 
when W. E. Curry, of Lismore Cast- 
le, Ireland, brought his pack over 
from the Emerald Isle. Curry, un- 
like his predecessors and successors, 
was a Don of the University, and 
as a teacher was able to devote more 
time to the establishment of the 


pack than a student. He was evi- 
dently a very remarkable man in 
many respects and inspired deep 


friendships. When he finally gave 
up the Mastership he sold the pack 
to a group of undergraduates for 
the nomanal price of 40 pounds. 
Next to the founder, Rowland 


Hunt, known as ‘‘mother’’, did the 
most to establish the pack. He was 
responsible for the erection of per- 


manent’ kennels and instituted the 
wearing of green velveteen hunting 
jackets. A member of an old Salop 
County family, Hunt had a crest that 
embodied a dog of uncertain breed, 
and used to say that ancient and 
honorable as the canine appeared, 
he would draft him on sight as a 
beagle. Hunt established such cord- 
ial relations with farmers that he 
was able to account for 67 hare his 
first season of 1880 and S88 hare 
and a fox during his second. 
According to Baily’s Hunting Di- 
rectory, the present master of the 
TFB is R. L. Hancock and the honor- 
ary secretary is G. C. Bartram. Fif- 
teen couple of fifteen-inch stud book 
beagles are maintained and hounds 
meet Tuesdays and Saturdays. Paul 
Clifton, writing in a recent issue of 
The Field, says that careful breed- 
ing policies have been followed since 
the turn of the century with the re- 


sult that the pack is remarkably 
level and business-like. .The pack 
has had some success at Peterbor- 
ough, winning the stallion hound 
class with Proctor in July of last 


year, but the accent is definitely on 
performance.

The moisture which made the foot- 
ing so sloppy ‘March 27, though hard 
on the horses, was a boon to hounds 
and when Whipper-in Stu Morelli 
tallyhoed in Section 12 they opened 
up immediately. In fact, running 
south into the Purebred pasture the 
pack split, and the three couple run- 
ning towards the Trap were unheed- 
ing to a frantic whip’s efforts to take 
them off that line. The main part of 
the pack ran for Bennett’s Gulch and 
about 10 minutes later lost their 
coyote in the much used hole near 
the water tower. Huntsman Beeman 
then, picked them up and joined his 


* discouraged whip to find the remain- 


ing three couple who had disappear- 
ed towards Headquarters. We caught 
them in the preaks to the south, and 
hounds ran through the draws, east 
across the road and up to the top of 
the ridge in the Tower where they 
were called in- 


On the 30th with the footing still 
very muddy, the large Field was led 
by Colonel Hans Kloepfer in Mas- 
ter Lawrence Phipps’ apsence. The 
“Colonel’s luck” was really with 
him; after a fast 15-minute run after 
the first coyote which ended abrupt- 
ly when he went to ground, we soon 
found a second and enjoyed 1 hour 
and 20 minutes as hard as we could 
go over the heavy, slippery fields, in 
three almost identical circles, run- 
ning north through the Trap and 
coming east over the hills of Section 
12 and 13 with the biggest loop ex- 
tending north all the way to Ben- 
nett’s Gulch in Section 2. Most of the 
panels had to be dropped but in spite 
of the treacherous going, no one 
came a cropper and afterwards-on 
counting noses, everyone was found 
present including young Penny Hol- 
land and Melanie Grant who ride 
cross county with the best after hav- 
ing a season’s hunting under their 
belts. 

Puppies were out for their first 
big day on April 3, and though it was 
cold and windy, they worked well in 
the slow pack, committing no grave 
misdemeanors and giving us a plJea- 
sant run through Section 12 and tne 
Purebred and up the backslope of 
the Anticline. 

The ‘“Colonel’s luck” was with us 
again on the 6th. It was a warm 
Spring day and hounds were cast 
through the Hole and into the East 
Ranch. We were well beyond the sec-

ond pinnacle of Wildcat before Mar- 
vin Beeman tallyhoed; hounds ran 
east, taking us over several panels 
we haven’t jumped this year, and 
continued almost to the new Castle 
Rock-Denver highway. Here they 
turned back, crossing the fields to 
the west and entering the rolling, 
oak covered country to the soutn of 
Wildcat mesa where the Field was 
hard put to stay with a hard riding 
Master who lost all but five or six 
of the stoutest until they caught him 
ascending the south slope of Wild- 
cat. We had had 30 very fast minu- 
tes when we reached the top, and 
hounds were called in. 





Scent was poor on the afternoon 
of the 10th, and after a short circle 
through the Trap and into Section 
12, hounds lost at Bennett’s Guich 
and were unable to find again. Condi- 
tions seemed perfect on the 13th 
but even the reliable Section 12 coy- 
otes failed us and hounds drew blank 
all the long way around Headquar- 
ters. However, the season ended 
happily on the 17th with two short 
but very fast bursts and we hung up 
our tack with the hope our sadly 
diminished stock of coyotes will raise 
large healthy litters during the sum- 
mer and impress them with the dan- 
gers of the vicious poison neighvor- 
ing ranchers are putting out.—H. C. 
N.

Many new things happened at 
Radnor’s spring race meeting but 
one which wasn’t anticipated or ap- 
preciated was the spring which burst 
loose under the judges’ and stewards’ 
stand.

BREEDERS’ SALES 

A great number of yearlings are 
entered for the annual Breeders’ 
Sales at Keeneland put as has be- 
come the custom, selections will be 
made and approximately 420 will go 
under the auctioneer’s gavel. These 
selections will jbe made after the en- 
tries close on June 1. While the 
majority of the yearlings consigned 
are owned by Kentucky breeders, 
other states will be represented, such 
as Indiana, Ohio, Virginia, Tennes- 


see, Texas, Illinois, Louisiana, Penn- 
sylvania, New York and Washington, 
D. C. Walter J. Salmon’s Mereworth 
Farm makes up the largest consign- 
ment with 50 yearlings. 

Outstanding sires wili be repre- 
sented by their get with Count Fleet, 
the leading sire of 1951, having 14 
yearlings consigned. Of this num- 
ber, 8 are fillies and 6 are colts. 
Among the sires whose yearlings will 
be included among the entries for 
the first time are Ace Admiral, *Am- 
biorix, *Black Tarquin, *Coastal 
Traffic, Mr. Busher, Papa Redbird, 
With Pleasure, etc. Both Ace Admir- 
al and With Pleasure were sold at 
Keeneland sales, the former earning

BEST QUARTER 

The best quarter in the 35-year 
history of the American Horse Shows 
Association discloses that 146 more 
individual members are paid up now 
than at the close of the same period 
in 1951. Individual memberships on 
March 31 reached the all-time high 
of 1,911, indicating a record season 
for horse shows and exhibitors, ac- 
cording to Adrian Van Sinderen, pre- 
sident of the A. H. §. A. Individual 
horse shows enrolled with the parent 
organization also exceeded the first 
quarter total of 1951, with 13 per 
cent more recognized horse shows in 
January, February and March than 
a year ago: 


JOCKEY’S GUILD 

During 1951. the Jockey's Guild 
expended $24,623.40 trom their wel- 
fare fund: In aiding needy members 
$7.853.58 was spent for medical ser- 
vices; $9,231.47 for financial aid; 
$7,385.35 loans to members; and 
$153.00 in donations. 

It also appears that the Jockey’s 
Guild has about as much success col- 
lecting the money they loan out, as 
Uncle Sam does with his loans to aid 
foreign countries. A bracketed note 
under the loans states; ‘‘These are 
called ‘‘Loans’’ but past experience 
proves that an average 10 percent of 
all loans made, has peen collected. 
No interest is charged. Total out- 
standing loans at December 31, 1951 
amount to $35,040.99.” 

At any rate the Board of Directors 
and Secretary Sterling Young wish 
to thank the members and some Rac- 
ing Associations for their generosity 
in making the above aid possible. 
Also the Directors hope for continu- 
ed co-operation so that the Guild can 
continue to offer assistance to those 
in need.—Easy Mark

Trader Bedford finished up 
well last year among the jumpers as 
he was the A. H. S. A. high score 
award winner in this division as 
well as being reserve P. H. A. cham- 
pion to All Afire. 


TWINS 

Green Mount, the 13-year-old bay 
mare by Constitution—Our First, by 
General Thatcher, dropped twins on 
May 5. A colt and a filly, the twins 
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are by the former timber horse, Cor- 
mac- The son of Bois de Rose— 
*Sauge, by Chouberski ran over tim- 
ber in 1949, winning’ his first 3 out- 
ings and then making his next’start 
in The Maryland Hunt Cup. With 
only 2 more jumps to yo, ‘Cormac 
was cut so badly on a broken bottle 
that he had to be pulled up. His first 
crop are yearlings. Green Mount, 
now owned by Robert McLean of 
Fort Washington, Pa., was bred and 
raised by Henry Cadwalader, whose 
Carolina won The Maryland Hunt 
Cup in 1948, only to be disqualified. 
She has produced 2 other foals, a 
= Ay Ocbor and a filly py Timber 
oy. 


NEW TROPHY 

The ladies’ hunter class at the 
Bath County Horse Show this year 
will have a new trophy. Last year 
Mrs. Amory Lawrence retired the 
trophy then in competition with her 
Highlander. She has replaced that 
trophy with the Highlander Chal- 
lenge Trophy for ladies’ hunters, to 
be won 3 times by the same owner. 


FEDERAL GAMBLING TAX 

In Philadelphia on May 6, U. S. 
District Court Judge George A. 
Welsh ruled that the $50 federal 
gambling tax and registration of 
bookmakers and numbers operators 
is unconstitutional. The decision is 
expected to be appealed directly to 
the U. S. Supreme Court by the gov- 
ernment. 

A Justice Department spokesman 
said comment was being withheld 
pending receipt and reading of the 
opinion. It will be studied by the 
Criminal Division and then referrea 
to the Solicitor General’s office for a 
final decision on whether an appeal 
should be taken. 

Judge Welsh’s decision commend- 
ed the “high purposes” of the act but 
termed illegal the provisions calling 
for payment of the $50 stamp tax, 
registration with the collector of in- 
ternal revenue, listing the place of 
business and posting there a govern- 
ment certificate showing that the re- 
gistrant is engaged in gambling: 

This ruling sustained a motion for 
dismissal of criminal information 
against Joseph Kahriger, one of the 
16 persons charged with failing to 
register as a gambler. 

Judge Welsh also stated the list- 
ing of names of employes is objec- 
tionable because it makes gamblers 
informers for the state, and that the 
10 percent tax on gross income of 
gamblers, also included in the law’s 
provisions, is constitutional ‘‘though 
it might be unwise’’. ’ 

The Hon. Judge Welsh’s decision 
might be legally correct put to the 
average reader it sounds like a lot of 
razzle-dazzle, and particularly when 
John K. Citizen thinks of the amount 
of money spent by the government 
to investigate the connection  be- 
tween gambling and politics, which 
resulted in the law being yassed. To 
date it has proven a good means of 
keeping tab on those who make their 
living from gambling, and to what 
use they put their profits. At this 
point it looks as though it is very 
hard and expensive to get a good law 
through Congress and even much 
harder to keep it on the books.
